R Returned. To Rolling Hills Sera 


Buffalo Are Attraction a 
Waterton Lakes National Park 


WATERTON-LAKES, Alta.—Buffalo days have slic d fo the 
rolling hills of southern Alberta. But today’s herd is a fat cry 
from that of its forefathers which grazed here more than a century 


ago. 


Under supervision of federal park wardens, six of these 


mighty monarchs of the plains migrated via truck from Elk Island 
Park, 25 miles east of Edmonton. They were placed in a “fish- 


bowl" paddock just west of the highway near the Pincher Creek 
entrance to Waterton Lakes National Park. 


The paddock, two \adjoining pas- 
tures, one for winter and one for 
summer, is situated on the historic 
site of the old Hudson, Bay fur bri- 
gade trail which yan from Winnipeg 
over ‘the south Kootenay pass to 
Vancouver. Parts of this trail are 
still evident in ‘the buffalo ‘Paddock 
area, 

The herd, recently enlarged to ;sev- 
en when a calf was born, will be 
kept reasonably small, about 12, head, 
because it is essentially a show herd, 

The Waterton Lakes herd is des- 
cended from the famed Pablo herd 
of the flathead country in Montana. 
This herd was purchased by the Can- 
adian. government in 1906. 

The Pablo herd, started in: 1873 
by Walking Coyote, a Pend d’Oreille 
Indian, remained on. the range until 
1906 when the Canadian government 
obtained an option on it delivered at 
the railway station at Ravilli, Mont. 
Transfer of the herd, 709 in nuniber, 
to Canadiah pastures _ took’ three 
years. 

At the time of the purchase buf- 


falo in Canada numbered only 20. Of 
the Pablo herd, 620 head were mpeg 
in: a 200-square-mile enclosiire at. 
Wainwright, Alta., and the remainder ; 
at Elk Island park, : 

The buffalo increased so rapidly 
that- it was necessary to limit the 
number at Wainwright to 8,000, In - 
order to dispose of the surplus, some 
of the -younger animals were trans- 
ported to Wood Buffalo Park, a range 
of 10,000 square miles in northern 
Alberta, 

The buffalo lived for nearly 40 
years at Wainwright but: amoutbreak 
of bovine tuberculosis forced another 
transfer. This time the herd was 
moved down the Athabasca river in 
scows to the Fort SMith area in the 
Northwest Territories, where ‘it has 
remained, 


In 1938 it was etteegaten there 


were 18,000 buffalo in Canada. Now 


the estimates: are hetween 16,000 and °
